Tulsa, Okla., March 26.—One of four 
bandits who held up the State Bank of

Has He Recanted? 


It will be a very nice point for com- 
munists to decide whether or not 
Ruthenberg recanted today.

BETTER THAN HERE. 
{Free translation from Svenska Tribunen-Nyheter 
(Swedish Tribune-News).] 


The Board of Trade Jotrnal of London has pub- 
lished quite a remarkable comparative statement of 
the English coal . According to these fig- 
ures, the yield of coal during the last seven working 
weeks in December and January rose to such an 
extent that only the exceptionally favorable year 
1913 shows higher outputs. (The Christmas and New 
Year weeks are vacation time ant therefore omitted 
in every case.) ; | 

The average quantity of coal produced during the 
seven weeks referred to was in 1922-83, 6,611,000 
tons weekly, which corresponds. to a yearly produc 
tion of 280,000,000 tons.

esting and. useful littlé birds we have 
in the middle west. 

The house wren is a diminutive bit 
of feathered energy .that frequents 
barns, gardens, porches and particular- 
ly old orchards in which are found 
trees partially decayed. If he can 
find an old woodpecker nesting site, a 
hollow in some tree, well and good, 
but like ag not Mr. Wren will be found 
scrapping the biuebirds for possession 
of a box put up for the latter., 

The house Wren may be only a fly- 
weight, but he surge doesn’t lack for 
spunk, and when. Ne fancies @ nest- 
ing site, he goes after it. 

These birds are among the most com- 
panionable little fellows you ever saw 
and can eatily be lured to nest in a 
place which you can watch closely. 


Bird houses, of course, are excellent | 8? 


to attract them, and you can either 
make or purchase some with such a 
ginal) eritrance that sparrows will be 
shut out, while the house will be large 
enough for a wren. 

But you do not have to put up any 
fancy summer homes to get wreris. 
These birds are not slow to grab, off 
tin cans, gourds of partly broken Jars 
advantageously located. Often a good 
sized tin can, put up in a corner of 
a big porch, will be taken by them. 
And the best thing about @etting a 
family of wren’ located on your prem- 
iges is that often they will cOMe back 
year after year. 

And the wren is a helpful bird neigh- 
bor. These birds consume great quan- 
tities of harmful insects during the 
season.
